Only those who have stored vege­ 
tables can appreciate the saving re­ 
sulting from grow ing and storing this 
part o f the fam ily’s w inter food. This 
saving is an important thing for the 
garden et to think about and. plan f r. 
Don’t let vegetables depend upon the 
various factors of storage, lf us. d 
in the fresh state, the s c nor vere- 
t hies are used after harvesting the 
better the quality. 
Many vegetables 
deteriorate rapidly as soon as they 
re; ch maturity and cannot be stored. 
Some plants like cabbages and ruta­ 
bagas, stand 
cold, 
frosty weather, 
v, role others like potatoes, melon and 
r.( ens must be harvested before b e n g 
frosted. 
•mall quantities of such root crops 
as beets, c rrots, parsnips, potatoes, 
rutabagas, salsify and turnips should 
be stored in a root cellar 
or 
dark 
bi .ement buried in mc ist sand, either 
ii. piles or boxes. 
When the vege­ 
tables are gathered the tops should 
I • cut o ff. 
Larger quantities can 
be stored in bulk In a root collar or 
outdoor pit. 
There should be a root 
col'; r on farms where there 
is 
no 
i Kid 
basem ent for storage 
I r y r 
\ titration is essential* 
Storing in pits will vary according 
to the carnate. 
Choose a well drain­ 
ed spot and mttivC 
an 
ex 'aVJttio.i, 
three or four feet wide and six inches 
deep. 
Cover the pile with a foot or 
tw o o f straw, depending upon the ch ­ 
olate. 
A s the weather gets colder 
put on & layer o f soil, four or five 
inches thick. 
In real cold w eather 
a mulch o f manure or more straw 
and soil may he needed. 
Provide ven­ 
tilation to check decay. 
I,cave the 
straw exposed a little at the top or 
insert a v e n tila tin g flue that will 
serve. 
Put a piece of screen under 
the flue to keep out rodents. 
Keep 
out rain and snow and provide some 
Kind o f stu ffin g in the flue when tm 
w eather gets too cold. 
AN hen veg e­ 
tables are needed from the pit, cut a 
small hole in one side, remove a f eiv 
days’ supply and cover again to pre­ 
vent too much cold entering. 
Cabbage requires d ifferen t storing. 
lf a few heads are to be stored for 
eight or ten weeks, a good basement 
or cool cellar will do. 
In this case 
remove the stem s and outer leaves 
•and place the heads in as low a tem ­ 
perature as possible without freezing, 
to prevent them from 
starting 
to 
grow. 
Outdoor storing is better. Dig 
a trench in a well drained place, six 
inches deep, wide enough 
to 
hoi ! 
throe 
beads o f cabbage and as long 
as needed to store the number desir­ 
ed. 
Pull the plant, roots 
and 
all, 
ar cl 
stand them head 
down, 
' hiee 
wide in the trench. 
Remove no lea- 
ves. 
On top of these put two more 
rows with heads between the roots of 
the bottom ones. 
Place them roots 
up and intact. 
Put on a layer of 
straxv and cover with soil. 
It is not 
necessary to rover enough to com­ 
pletely prevent freezing. Dig into one 
end o f tho pit and take out cabbage 
as needed, re placing the covering. 
Celery can be stored in a coed dark 
cellar by digging up the plants with 
the root 
and setting them close to­ 
gether in soil on the cellar bottom. 
Keep the soil moist but do not wet 
lh< tops. 
It e n be stored in trench- 
t" in the same way. 
Dig a tunnel 
15 inches wide and a* deep as the 
celery is tall. 
Take up the plants 
and set lh rn close together in the 
trench. w atering the soil about the 
roots br* keeping 
the 
tops 
dry 
Sh; de the tops as weather gets cold­ 
er, provide protection from freezing 
bv covering with straw and soil or 
; manure. 
Ventilation is necessary to 
j prevent rot. 
Onions need 
a cool, 
fairly 
dry, 
even temperature for best storage, 
i Squash and 
pumpkins need warm. 
i dry. storage conditions, like the floor 
I of the furnace room or warm base 
m ent of the house. 
Do not bruise 
I them by 
rough 
handling 
before 
j storing.

A repair shop on the farm may In 
large or small, depending upon hov. 
much there is to do, and the kind of 
a farmer who operates it. Many far- 
mers never have any use for a work 
or repair shop for the reason that 
they seldom, if ever, build or repair 
anything, 
Howevt r, there should he 
a shop on every farm, equipped ac­ 
cording to the requirement* of the 
work to be done. 
My observation 
has been that there are more and bet­ 
ter equipped work shops found on 
small and medium sized farm s than 
on large farms. 
The large farm needs n shop and 
tools sufficient in size and variety to 
repair the common farm machinery. 
Year after y< ir. farm ers are haying 
and using now and more expensive 
machinery, and the upkeep of thin 
machinery if hired done, amounts to 
considerable during a 
year, but ii 
done on the farm as far as possible, 
quite a cash outlay is saved. 
And to 
do this it is necessary that a 
Imp hi 
a part of the farm equipment Wien 
tools 
and 
facilities 
for 
repairing 
shall he always at hand. 
A shop should ho of such rivm th?4 
a tractor or harvester may lie run 
into 
it 
and 
worked 
on 
when 
ihe 
weather is cold or stormy. 
A forge 
should be included in the outfit, a 
supply o f boil.- ana iron .or 
ra cr. 
also tools for wood work. 
A strong 
vise is required and a thread cutter 
for bolts and pipe saves manv 
iii 
to town for the 
farmer may have 
more or less repair work on pumps. 
A drill can not he dispensed with if 
much is accomplished in the repair 
line, 
but with 
a 
forge, 
drill 
and 
thread cutter most of the common re­ 
pairs o f machinery can be done or’ 
the farm. 
And a shop of this kind 
ha* a tendency to interest ;>nd edu­ 
cate the farm boy. 
On a stormy day the car can be 
overhauled 
and 
cleaned, 
in 
fact. 
many things can be done about the 
car that does not require the services 
of an automobile mechanic and at 
quite a saving in expense as com 
pared to what the cost would he if 
taken to a car repair shop. 
There is no work that the farmer 
hires done that is m o w expensive 
than 
repairing 
machinery, 
and 
it 
seem s that the 
farmer m ost save 
some of the expense attending the re­ 
pair of this machinery. 
The average 
farm er wTith an" mechanical ability 


at all can not dispense with at leant 
a small repair shop, 
Though he may 
he unhandy and awkward in doing re­ 
pair work, with 
experience 
c o m e s 
confidence and he will find that soon 
he can accomplish considerable in the 
way of building and repairing things 
on the farm, thereby saving many 
dollars during the year. 
The outlay 
need not be great at first, if only 
the needed tools and 
supplies are 
purchased. 
Others can be added lat­ 
er ft r a more completely equipped 
shop.
